EOPLE who build in and for the wide open spaces owe a debt of gratitude 

to the architects and their clientele—the stars of the cinema—who make 

their homes on the Pacific Coast. Particularly, of course, those in the 
vicinity of Hollywood, where the residences take on something of the dramatic 
atmosphere as well as the picturesque beauty of the country. 

Quite naturally the architecture of these California houses reflects the 
character of the country. The Spanish type of building seems to belong to 
the Coast, especially toward the South, where the early Spanish settlers have 
left their romantic imprint as definitely as the English Colonial belongs to 
Virginia and the French to Louisiana. Until a few years ago the adobe build- 
ing, solid, primitive, a little mysterious but sheltering and hospitable, was 
seen everywhere on the Coast and in the desert States. And these, large or 
small, were accepted as the proper sort of dwelling until adventuring artists 
came to express a desire for a type of house that better fitted the age.
